Adm. Strauss’s abrupt about-face on Dixon- 
Yates damages was characterized by the same 
lack of candor that has run through these pro- 
ceedings from the very beginning. The Atomic 
Energy Commission chairman, who had held 
earlier that his agency was liable for damages, 
reversed himself after writing Senator Ander- 
son of New Mexico, chairman of the Senate- 
House Atomic Energy Committee, that AEC had 
been “conducting a study.” 

It now turns out that the chairman's reversal 
did not come about from an AEC study at all 
but from an admonition from the Comptroller 
General's office that the AEC had hetter hold 
up on a settlement because the contract might 
be illegal. . 

Why could Adm. Strauss not have said as 
much in the first place? Why Must every move 
in the Dixon-Yates tangle, even now after the 
contract has been officially canceled by the 
President, be taken as though in distrust of let- 
ting the public know what is actually happening? 

At any rate AEC, which had been rushing as 
precipitately to pay the Dixon-Yates syndicate 
several million dollars in damages as it had 
rushed earlier into an unwise contract, is now 
going to take the avenue of study and de- 
liberation. 

The Comptroller General’s office says the 
contract may be “void or voidable” because 
“against public policy” or because of violation 
of the United States criminal statutes dealing 
with conflict of interest. A vice president of 
First Boston Corp. which would have marketed 
the securities, advised the Bureau of the Budget, 
serving in both the private and the public 
capacity simultaneously. 

As we have said earlier, it also appears well 
worth considering whether the contract had 
become effective in view’ of incomplete approval 
by the Securities and Exchange Commission. 
Further, the private interests involved in the 
Dixon- Yates syndicate have not _ indicated 
whether they intend to go ahead with the pro- 
jected plant at West Memphis, Ark., on their 
own account—and if they do, it may be ques- 
tioned whether they are out of pocket to any 
extent whatever. 
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Money Missouri Should Get 

If it did not so nicely fit the convenience of 
patronage politicians, Missouri simply would not 
have some $60.000,000 or $70,000,000 in state 
funds scattered in-$00-odd banks without earning 
a penny of interest. Some eyebrows might even 
be raised about the extra $20,000,000 in “demand 
deposits” kept in banks in St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Jefferson City. 

But politicians know that even short-term non- 
interest depdsits are appreciated. So this system 
was entrenched in the 1945 State Constitution 
by a proviso that the deposits shall be payable 
on demand. Yet these funds, which are more or 
less steadily renewed by the collection of reve- 
nues, remain on deposit long enough to call for 
interest at a modest rate—if not from the banks, 
then through investment in short-term Govern- 
ment notes. 

The present practice costs Missouri at least 
$500,000 a year, according to Carl A. McCan- 
diess, director of the State Reorganization Com- 
mission. This group will urge the next Legisla- 
ture to propose a constitutional amendment to 
bring such potential*earnings to the state 

The suggestion is hardly brand new, but the 
people of Missouri will have to keep it in mind 
if they want it accepted by the legislators. The 
sum may be relatively small, but it is the peo- 
ple’s money. It is hardly enough to reduce taxes, 
but it could provide additional public services. 
The mental hospitals, the university and many 
another state institution could make good use 
of it. Certainly there is. no justification for keep- 
ing it available merely for political favors

The propagandist for Americans for 
Democratic Action who attacked him for “huck- 
sterinz” was about as far off base as anybody 
‘an get. : 

What we shall cherish about Dr. White is the 
memory of his press conferences, at which he 
discussed the President's condition in exhaustive 
detail, with great professional competence yet 
not the slightest touch of that oracular inscruta- 
bility which sometimes creeps into the bedside 
manner. We shall remember how he explained 
the President gets beef bacon (“because 
beef bacon has less fat than bacon bacon”) and 
how he described a hungry man on a 1600-calorie 
diet (“he scrapes the inside of the eggshell when 
he has an egg”). 

Dr. White has expressed amazement that his 
frankness should be considered unusual. An im- 
portant function in the treatment of heart disease 
is that the patient and his family know al] the 
facts, he says. Apparently in the case of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, he regarded the American pub- 
lic as just part of the family. For that the family 
thanks him, and hopes that he has set an en- 
during precedent for the handling of official 
illnesses. 
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Electronics March On 

Just in time for the 1956 election campaign, 
another electronic marvel by way of a business 
machine has been perfected, This is the word- 
writer, a typewriter with a memory, that will 
punch out whole words or phrases at the touch 
of a single key. 

The unimaginative inventors of this gadget 
seem to think that its main application will be 
as an aide to hard-pressed stenographers, who 
can use it to relieve the tedium of typing out 
repeatedly the stock phrases of commercial cor- 
respondence. Thus by plugging into the keyboard 
in a certain way and pressing a foot pedal, they. 
can type “very truly yours” just by depressing 
the ‘‘v” bar, “referring to yours of recent date” 
by touching the “r,” and so on. 

But it seems obvious to us that the political

On the other hand, the Aldermen who wanted 
to return the repealer to committee surely in- 
cluded some who believed that was the easiest 
way to bury the motion, Others doubtless felt 
the return to committee was the best way out of 
the pickle into which they had maneuvered 
themselves. 


What counts is that the repeal ordinance is 
new no longer before the. Board of Aldermen. 
The further prospect is that it will die a slow 
death in committee. Certainly St. Louis ought 
not to be bothered by this backward step again. 

For some three weeks the community’s water 
supply has been fluoridated. Let this service con- 
tinue now without interference in order that 
tests may be made to show the benefit of 
fluoridated water to the dental health of school 
children. 


For the record, St. Louis voters may care to 
remember that Alderman Watson, former State 
Senator, was a leader of the movement to repeal 
this public health measure.

Faure Calls for Elections 

With his call for the election of a new Parlia- 
ment in December, French Premier Faure dis- 
plays an air of confidence which was sadly lack- 
ing in his protracted haggling over North Africa. 
Had he pushed his Moroccoan and Algerian 
policies with similar courage before the zero- 
hour marked by the anniversary of the French 
puppet sultan in Morocco, the tragic bloodshed 
in that protectorate might have been averted. 
But at that time all warnings were ignored for 
the sake of an attempt to bring together France's 
political splinters. 


In the end. Faure had to risk the downfall of 
his government to get the parliamentarians to 
face the responsibilities of the French nation. To 
his surprise, he was sustained on both Morocco 
and Algeria. Perhaps he got some of the favor- 
able votes because members of the National 
Assembly dreaded the prospect of France being 
without,a government during the forthcoming 
Geneva conference. But many of the votes must 
have reflected the realization that in North Afri- 
ca the French were dangerously close to the 
conduct which cost them their standing in the 
Middle East and in Indochina. 


In any event, the Premier now is asking for 
elections half a year ahead of schedule in the 
hope of winning a united, working majority in 
a new Assembly. Whether such hope is justified 
remains to be seen. It is a little hard to believe 
that the 12 political factions now represented in 
the Assembly—or even a majority of them—will 
change their habits on such relatively short 
notice. 
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The Theft of a Dog’s Necklace 

Two masked robbers took $145,000 in jewelry 
and loot from an Omaha residence this week. 
One jewelry item was a $3000 diamond necklace 
for a dog. Of course robbery cannot be con- 
doned. But there-is nothing improper about 
wondering how the late Thorstein Veblen, econ- 
omist and social theorist who often criticized 
what he called “conspicuous waste,’’ would have 
commented on this bit of news. 
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four-Axle Brakes and No Air 
The big tractor-trailers that roar down Ameri- 
ca’s highways normally have four axles with air 
brakes on them and an unbraked front axle. If 
there is an air failure, the brakes fail on all 
the axles. 


That is why Charles Defrain, driver in the 
latest accident of a type that is too common, said: 
“All I did was push on the brake, blow the horn 
and pray.” Last Thursday his truck, loaded with 
steel, its brakes suddenly gone, rushed down a 
steep grade into a main street of Kittanning, Pa. 
Four persons were injured, eight automobiles 
smashed, two burned up and a home set afire. 

Representative Frank M? Clark, Pennsylvania 
Democrat, is calling for a congressional investi- 
gation to determine if the highway safety laws 
are adequate and, if so, whether they are beinz 
properly enforced. It would take a long time for 
Congress to act. The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has all the authority it needs to eliminate 
the major hazard of trucks on the highway. 


The commission is acting with commendable 
celerity in announcing that it is about to pro- 
pose stiffer regulations aimed at this type of 
accident. There should thus be no further delay 
in getting ahead with a safety measure which is 
long overdue.

For Sugar: a Sweet Annuity 


| American sug. 
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Whether or not you are particularly 
concerned with calories, you probably 
consider that the sugar bow! in the cup- 
board contains a palatable and uncon- 
troversial commodity. But sugar, one of 
the most important basic foods in the 
world, has caused as much national and 
international controversy as any other 
commodity in the world. 

No other, in fact, has been controlled 
by such a fantastic system of quotas, 
subsidies and excise taxes. The United 
States has attempt- 
ed to “stabilize” the fie 
price of sugar — 
completely inde- 
pendent of the eco- 
nomic law of sup- Soin << 
ply and demand. ey» as 

The unique com- f 
ponent of the Amer- . 
ican plan, aside 
from quotas, is the 
payment of a cash 
subsidy to domestic 
sugar growers, an 
amount which they , 
receive in addition 
to the market priee Fre De 
they obtain from 
the sale of their crops to processors. 
This is unique in consideration of our 
boast that our farmers are the most 
efficient in the world in man hours re- 
quired to produce a ton of sugar, 


Costs Consumers $65,000,000 


Moreover, to further protect our do- 
mestic growers, we impose a tariff on 
imported sugar. These two factors cost 
the American consumer about $65,000,- 
000 a year. 

Since farmers are restricted on their 
acreage of such crops as cotton and 
wheat, they are anxious to grow sugar 
beets which, because of such subsidies 
and tariffs, are a sure cash crop. It is 
perfectly natural for them to covet such 
an expensive annuity—particularly when 
the consumer is paying the premiums. 
And it follows that they can afford 
large expenditures to influence legisla- 
tion in their behalf. 

The most recent legislation in behalf 
of domestic sugar producers is S. 1635, 
introduced by Senator Ellender of Lou- 
isiana. The bill will undoubtedly cause 
hot consideration during the next ses- 
sion of Congress. 

The Sugar Act of 1948, as amended, 
is the basic legislation which sets subsi- 
dies and marketing quotas for domestic 
sugar producers (including Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands) and 
import quotas for foreign producers. 
S. 1635 would amend the Sugar Act to 
give increased quotas to the domestic 
producers of sugar; and the amendment 
would be retroactive to Jan. 1, 1955— 
two years before the scheduled expira- 
tion of existing legislation. 


Cuts Made in Cuba’s Quotas 


Ellender’s bill is’ based on the as- 
sumption that his Louisiana producers 
have not been permitted to share in the 
increase in United States sugar con- 
sumption since 1948. But since domestic 
producers, under the liberal statutory 
quotas set in the Sugar Act of 1948, 
were permitted to market 600,000 tons 
more in 1954 than their total production 
in 1948, it is obvious that this is not the 
case, Every area supplying the United 
States market with sugar, except Cuba, 
apparently, will be able to make larger 
sales in this country in 1955 than it 
made in 1948. 


Virtually all of the increase in the 
proposed domestic quota, then, would 
be taken from the Cuban quota for 
Cuba supplies 96 per cent of our sugar 
imports, not otherwise fixed, from for- 
eign countries. 

Apart from the consideration that 
S. 1635 would lead to increased acreage 
in beets and cane which couldn't pos-

sibly survive without present subsidies 
and tariff protection. one of the worst 
features of the plan is that it is injuri- 
ous to Cuba. One reason this is wrong, 
morally, is the memory of the,.times 
when Cuba has supplied us with sugar, 
during our national shortages, ‘when 
prices offered by buyers from other 
countries were higher than those paid 
by the United States. We shouldn't be 
too quick to forget. 

Senator Ellender minimizes the extent 
his legislation would harm Cuba with 
the assertion that it would increase do- 
mestic quotas only 188,000 tons. That is 
only true of 1955. Based on present esti- 
mates of United States sugar consump- 
tion of 8,350,000 tons for 1955 and 8.- 
550,000 tons for 1956, Cuba would suffer 
a loss, under S. 1635, of 180,480 in 1955 
and 266,016 in 1956: a combined retro- 
active loss of 446,496 for the two-year 
period. This, in turn, would reduce 
Cuba's ability to buy American products 
by an estimated $45,000,000. 


Our Sixth Largest Customer 


An additional factor with regard to 
S. 1635 is that it is indicative of the 
impossibility of our suppliers, such as 
Cuba, to plan an intelligent program 
of economic development. This can only 
be assisted by long-range legislation not 
subject to capricious amendments and 
pressure groups. 

It is definitely to our own Interest 
that we patronize Cuba and import from 
her one-crop economy until she is able 
to diversify that economy. By being 
able to sell her sugar to the United 
States, Cuba has become the fourth 
most important country in the world 
for our private foreign investments: 
second only to Canada, the United King- 
dom and Venezuela. She is our sixth 
largest foreign consumer. 

S. 1635, if passed, will Increase the 
burden on the American consumer, 
cause us to sell less American-made 
goods than we otherwise would in sugar 
producing areas, and militate against 
the economy of our historic suppliers. 


S.1635 is not. as Senator Ellender 
would have us believe. a “moderate 
measure.” Neither, however, is our ex- 


isting legislation, which should be thor- 
oughly reviewed in the light of national 
and international interests. 


World Oversupplied With Sugar 


Our present Sugar Act has inconveni- 
enced the American public with tem- 
porary shortages and rationing because 
of under-estimated consumption: it has 
encouraged farmers to plant a crop that 
is in vast oversupply all aver the world; 
and it has been costly to the American 
taxpayer in subsidies, tariffs and excise 
taxes—to say nothing of administrative 
expenses and the consumption of valu- 
able legislative time. 

The bipartisan foreign economic poli- 
cy of the United States basically opposes 
the imposition of import controls in any 
form, as being unecessary in serving 
the needs of our foreign policy and as 
constituting an intolerable threat to the 
freedom of enterprise.in the domestic 
economy. The entry of the Govern- 
ment into foreign trade activity, addi- 
tionally, is contrary to the concept of 
the private enterprise system and inimi- 
cal to the welfare of the people. 

Because our legislation has been un- 
able to control the forces of supply and 
demand .and has proved incapable of 
maintaining an equitable price struc- 
ture, and because we are in principle 
dedicated to a relaxation of controls 
and barriers to trade, the best goal of 
sugar legislation: would be a market 
where suger is free to seek its level.

physician. Many authorities 
have endeavored to list the 


most desirable weight for men 
and women (for particular 
height, build and age. But the 
factors of individual and fami- 
lial differences are difficult 
ones for the layman to include 
in that calculation. For that 
reason your physician is the 
person best able to determine 
what your normal weight should 
be. 


Some persons will have one 
relapse, others may have two, 
and some may even experience 
three relapses. But any person 
who has held at normal — or 
within the top-level figure—for 
two or three years, is likely to 
hold that way for the rest of 
his life. 


The problem must never get 
out of hand. If you start to 
regain weight, cannot success- 
fully cut back within the next 
few weeks, and go over the top 
level, do not wait until you 
have regained all your weight 
before returning to your physi- 
cian for treatment. This will 
only involve a vicious seesaw of 
excessive obesity to normal to 
excess, ad infinitum. It is not 
a solution to the problem of 
obesity.

Carbon Monoxide Poisoning

ARBON monoxide is a dead- 
Cis poison gas that is the 

cause of unnecessary deaths 
each year, particularly in the. 
winter months. 
ide gas is a by-product of im- 
perfect combustion in stoves 
and furnaces and is a compo- 
nent of exhaust from automo- 
biles. Because this gas is prac- 
tically odorless, is tasteless and 
colorless it is unusually danger- 
ous because its victims can be 
overcome before being aware of 
the gas. A 

The wise householder checks 
his heating equipment to see 
that it is in good condition be- 
fore putting it into use. Modern 
homes, equipped with closely 
fitting windows or storm win- 
dows, increase the likelihood of 
carbon monoxide poisoning if 
the furnace or stove is not prop- 
erly adjusted. First of all, your 
furnace should be clean and 
the draft adjusted so that fumes 
from the furnace cannot come 
back into the house. The fire 
should burn with a clear flame 
—a smothered fire will form 
gas. Add coal to one side in or- 
der to leave a free-burning fire 
and prevent the formation of 
smoke and gas. 

The American Gas Association 
tests and approves practically 
all types of gas appliances for 
the home. The possibility of car- 
bon monoxide exposures is vir- 
tually eliminated through proper 
installation, maintenance, and 
operation of all gas-fired heat-

ers. Flues should be installed 
on all fuel-burning appliances 
where carbon monoxide is pro- 
duced. In most cases the proper 
ratio of air to fuel will prevent 
the formation of carbon mon- 
oxide. 

The family car is also a poten- 
tial carbon monoxide hazard. 
A running motor gives off car- 
bon monoxide and just opening 
the window does not always al- 
leviate the hazard. Safety re- 
quires the proper adjustment 
of the engine and exhaust sys- 
tem. If you run your motor in 
the garage keep the garage door 
open.
